THEY THINK HIS MIND WAS AFFECTED 
BY HANDLING MEDICINES. 


No Other Cause Known for the Deed— 
A Neighbor Olaims Ferris Had Been 
Acting Strangely—The Suicide Was 
Superintendent of the Manufacturing 
Department of Meyer Bros. Drug Co. 
—The Strange Death of Chemist 
Smythe of the Same House Recently 
Gives Color to the Theory of Strong 
Drugs Affecting the Mind. 


Chas. ©. Ferris, Superintendent of the 
pharmaceutical production department of 
the Meyer Bros. Drug Co., committed suicide 
this morning by shooting himself in the 
head with a &88-caliber revolver, at his 
home at Ellendale, St. Louis County. 

Considerable interest is given tothe car. 
by atheory which has been advanced that 
Ferris’ suicide was the result of his mind 
becoming affected by his constant handling 
of strong drugs. 

Mr. Ferris leftthe Meyer Bros. Drug Co. on 
Fourth street and Clark avenue, at 6:30 
o’clock last evening, after giving some in- 
structions to the employes of the laboratory 
as to what should be accomplished 
Ite joined a 
party of friends atthe Union Depot and at 
6o0’clock they left for Ellendale over the 
Missouri Pacific. When they reached the little 
suburban town Mr. Ferris bade his friends 
good-night and departed for his lIittie 
home, which he had but recently purchased. 
He ate his supper and retired with the re- 
mark that his head was giving hima great 
deal of trouble and he desired to geta good 
night’s rest. 

THE FATAL SHOT. 

Tie slept soundly until 5 v’clock this morn- 
ing, when he arose, and after tak- 
inz a revolver from the dresser drawer, he 
walked down stairs into th@ dining room 
where he Geliderately blew out his 
brains, Mrs. Ferris rushed down into 
the dining hall where she found her 
husband in ais death agony, lyingin a pool 
of blood, Throwing her heavy cloak around 
her, Mrs. .Ferrls hurried across the street 
to the residence of Mr. Lyman Thomas and 
requested him toconvey the information to 
the Meyer bro, Drug Co., which he did by 
telepnone at 7 o’clock this morning. 

When the news of Ferris’ suicide reached 
the city none were more surprised than the 
proprietors and the eimployes of 
the Meyer Bros. Drug Oo.. as 
Ferris had been with the firm for 
over eight yearsand commanded a hand- 
some salary. ihe unfortunate man’s 
assistant, Mr. Peck, who is now in 
charge of the department, has worked 
with him for five years and has probably 
been his most intimate friend. When Mr, 
Peck was seenthis morning by a Posr-Dris- 
PATCH reporter he had just learned of his 
superior’s suicide. 

HIS ASSISTANT’S THECRY. 

‘It is a surprise to me,’’ he sald, ‘‘for 
when he left the building last night 
seemed to bein the best of spirits and made 
the remark that he would be in on time 
in the morning as he had considerable worx 
to do.

HARD ON BONDSMEN. 


Judge Edmunds Will Set Aside No More 
Forfeitures. 


Consternation will spread through the 
ranks of professional bondsmen around 
the Four Courts as soon as they learn 
of the determination of Judge Ed- 
munds of the Criminal Court 
to take Judgment on forfeited bonds and not 
to set aside any forfeitures. Since court 
opened on Jan. 8 forfeitures have been 
declared on all bonds where the defendant 
failed to answer to his name when called by 
the Deputy Sheriff. Attorneys practicing in 
the Four Courts have for years had cases 
continued at the first setting and 
on that account they have never asked their 
clients or their witnesses to beincourt. Six 
defendants who followed this rule were 
treated to a_ gurprise by having 
their bonds forfeited and having a deputy 
Sherif? hunt them up and cast 
them in jail. Judge Edmunds 
from now On will insiston the defendant be- 
ing in court when his case is called and even 
though the case is continued he will 
call the defendant and make him respond or 
forfeit his bond. He is determined that 
the court over which he presides shall 
be shown all the respect due it by defend- 
ants, witnesses and jurors. In the 
cases of jurors or witnesses 
who have been summoned and 
do not appear he will issue warrants for their 
arrest and send deputy sheriffs to bring them 
into court. There they will have to give a 
very good excuse for remaining away 
or be fined heavily for contempt of 
court, and if excused they will have 
to pay the costs of attachment 
any way. This is done to prvent delays in 
trials and puta stop tothe practice of con- 
tinuing cases in the Criminal Court for years 
as has been the custom heretofore. 

Yesterday Judge Edmunds forfeited the 
bonds of Wm, Killey, Wm, McNevires, Wm. 
Maroney and John Haley. Their cases were 
on the docket for the first time and 
they failed to answer their names when 
called. To-day their bondsmen brought each 
of the men into court and asked that 
the forfeiture be set aside. Judge 
kKdmunds gave the bondsmen and the de- 
fendants a lecture and set aside the forfeiture, 
but made the announcement at the same 
time that hereafter when he declared a bond 
forfelted he would -not set it aside 
under any circumstances. Judgment would 
be taken on the bond and 
men as soon as possible 
property of the bondsmen 
be attached. Ili any forfeitures were 
to be set aside the parties desirin g it would 
have to go to the Governor and plead 
their case. Afterto-ay he would not set 
aside a forfeiture as long as he occupied the 
beach of the Criminal Court.

THIRTEEN ON TRIAL 


Opening of the Cases Against the 
Duquesne Rioters. 


ASSAULTS ON NON-UNION MEN THE 
PRINCIPAL CHARGE. 


A Gay Kentucky Youth Too Fond of the 
Turt—Thirteenth Killing in Six Mozths 
—~How a Slick Burglar Escaped—-A 
Murder Mystery Cleared Up—Crime 
News. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 5.—This morning 
Joseph T. Brady andtwelve other members 
of the Amalgamated Association were placed 
on trial for rilotatthe Duquesne plant of the 
Carnegie Steel Co, Judge Stagle presides at 
the trial. The prosecution is represented by 
Capt. Breck, John 8. Robb anda District 
Attorney Burleigh; the defense is in the 
hands of Attorneys Reardon, Montooth, 
Brennan, Cox and McQuaid, The 
story of the prosecution is that 
at a meeting of the local lodge of the 
Amalgamated Association on Aug. 8, 1892, 
it was decided to form into four companies 
and guard the mill so that no non-union men 
could get into it to work, and the men were 
thus prevented from goingtowork. The next 
day after these companies had gone into ser- 
vice as guards ahout the works,James A. Mor- 


rison, a non-union man, was set upon ana 
badly beaten. Thetroubie thus created led 
tothe arrest of the defendants. Nearly all 
of the defendants, who were out on a sympa- 
thy strike with the Homestead men, are 
young men, and most of them were fully 
identified as having been present at the 
meeting. The trial is in progress.

REPORTED TO WASHINGTON, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 5.—Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Wiman of the Marine Hospital to-day 
reported the following telegram from Sur- 
geon Williams, who was sent from Memphis 
to Helena Ark., toinvestigate the cause and 
character of the disease which recently 
broke out among the convicts in the State 
prison: 

**‘Have examined condition of city and 
convict camps. Surface drainage of the 
city is by open, stagnant ditches, and the 
streets are quagmires. No sewerage vault 
system; contents emptied into river below 


the city. Water suprly is partly 
artesian, partly cisterns and sur- 
face wells. Convict camp located 

qnagmire just below city. Consists of a 
passenger coach and five boxcars. Eighteen 
men are housed in one box car, No ventila- 
tion to speak of, bedding filthyand sewayge 
disposed of by woodeh hopper let into floor 
in one corner with pail beneath. Very filthy. 
Sewage dumped into ditch near by. 
Food very coarse—no fresh meat. Water 
obtained from river near the camp. Two 
slaughter pens, very offensive, containing 
immense amount of decomposed offal within 
twenty-five yards of the camp. Slaughter 
pens and camp subject to overfiow. 
1 belleve ground at the camp to 
be saturated with products of 
animal decomposition. Three cases at camp 
suspicious. Cases occurred on isth. Medi- 
cal attendants gave history of acute gastro- 
enteritis with cholera form symptoms. In 
my opinion the suspicious cases due to either 
poisoned food or contaminated water, plus

Charley is one of the few survivors of the 
disastrous Jeannette expedition, and for 
meritorious conduct @uring the terrible pri- 
vations suffered in Northern Siberia has re- 
cently been decorated by Congress witha 
handsome gold medal: 

While he exhibits the badge with no little 
pride he does not like to talk of that terrible 
tramp through theicé-fielas of Siberia that 
cost 0 many men their lives. When ques- 
tioned about it he simply shrugs his should- 
ers and says: 

**Plenty cold; plenty hungry. No good.’’ 

It was in June, 1878, that Lieutenant de 
Long selected Charley to accompany the iIll- 
fated expeuition as Cook. Charley had a 
good situation as cook ina private family in 
this cityatthe time, bDutthe offer of a much 
better salary tempted tim.

THE LEADER OF THE MOB AND THE 
SHERIFF AMONG THE SLAIN. 


> 


A Desperate Attack and a Stubborn Re- 
sistance — Both Sides Armed With 
Winchesters—Doors of the Jail Beaten 
Down and Three Men Taken Out and 
Hanged—Names of the Men Who Fell 
in the Conflict. : 


Jounson City, Tenn., Jan. 5.—Further de- 
tails of the battle between the mob of lynch- 
ers and the Sheriff’s* posse at Bakersville, 
N. C., Tuesday night, fully verify the brief 
account wired the Post-DISPATCH yesterday 
afternoon. 

The mob was composedgof 500gmen from 
Mitchell, MeDougall and Vancy Counties. 
They marched tothe Bakersville jail Tues- 
day night for the purpose of lynching Galvin 
Snipes, the murderer of Isaac Osborne. The 
Sheriff had heard of the mob’s tntention and 
had stationed seventy-five courageous men 
at the jailentrance. When the mob reached 
the jaila desperate battle ensued and twen- 
ty-two men fell before the fire of Winchesters 
before the mob succeeded in getting its vic- 
tims.

When the mob proceeded to the fall 
headed by John and William Osborne, 
brothers of the murdered man, 
Shertf® Moomaw’s voice rang out: ‘*‘Halt or 
I’ll give the order to fire.’* The enraged mob 
paid no attention to the warning from 
the Sherif, but made. a mad rush to 
the jail. The Sherif gave the command 
to fire and seventy-five winches- 
ters ran out on the cold night 
air. Thes erof bullets that met the in- 


furiated mob only checked the leaders for a’ 


moment, and at the command of the gigan- 
tic mountaineer leader, William Osborne, the 
fire was retaliated with deadly resuits. A 
dozen of the Sheriff’s posse fell dead or 
wounded and every window in the jail was 
shattered. Their bodies hampered the 
deputies who were unharmed, and only a few 
could close up to the windows and return the 
volley before the men was upon them. There 
was a short struggle, but the posse was 
outnumbered, A few revolver shots 
and 100 clubbed rifles and all was over. The 
deputies, with their leader, Sherif Moomaw, 
mortally wounded, were in the hands ofthe 
mob and every one of them was looking down 
the muzzle of at least three Winchesters. 
Without waiting to pick up the ad or care 
for the wounded, the mob made a rush for 
the door ofthe jailand it went down before 
the shoulders of a score of stalwart men. 
The prisoners were reached. They were the 

In tne jail beside Snipes, the man the mob 
was after, were confined the two Whitson 
brothers, Thomas and John, under sentence 
of death for the murder of Kit 
Byrd. The mob, once inside the jail, 
quickly determined to lynch these 
with Snipes. They were the 
only ones in the jailand the mob had 
no trouble in breaking down 
the cells. Half dead with fear 
they were dragged outinto theopen air, 
where ropes were placed around their necks, 
and with 100 men mad withthe thirst for 
bloodatthe endof eachthey were dragged 
over the ice covered rocks toa plece of land 
halfamilleaway. Behind them followed the 
rest of the mob, firing at the prostrate forms 
every minute... The victims were dead before 
they had been dragged twenty yards, and it 
was the mere semblanceof human forms 
that werestrung up when the woods were 
reached. 

When the mob had accomplished its pur- 
pose, it returned tothe scene of the battle. 
Dead bodies were found in the road, in the 
barn and in the jail yard, while the wounded 
were scattered all over the jailyard. Brave 
Sheriff Moomaw was found in the coal shea 
dying. The Dalls of five Winchesters in the 
hands of the mob had done the work. He was 
shot twice through the chest and three times 
through the abdomen. In the road, side by 
side, lay the lifeless bodies of William and 
John Osborne, the leaders of the mob, 

The direct cause of this bloody battle grew 
out of the murder of Isaac Osborne by Calvin 
Snipes. Calvin Snipes, Aaron Wissman and 
William Sneed last August were partners in 
an illicit distillery. Isaac Osborne and 
William Osborne discovered the distillery 
and reported it to the revenue officers at 
Bakersville. The owners suspected the Os- 
bornes as the informers, and decided ona 
plot to murder them secretly. Wissman and 


Snipes went to the house sieec Osborne on 
the night of Aug.27 and calledhim up. Osburne 
came tothe door and they opened fire with 
shotguns, riddling him with bullets. Wiss- 
man was tried before a justice ofthe peace 
and sufficient ayisents. could not be obtained 
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So far it nas been impossible to accurately 
estimate the number or oDtain the names.

RESTRICTING IMMIGRATION, 


THE BILL INTRODUCED IN CONGRESS BY SENA- 
TOR CHANDLER. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6. — Senator 
Chandler’s plan for the restriction of immIi- 
gration is set forth inthe bill which he wiil 
call up for consideration at the earliest 
opportunity. The bill provides: 


1. All persons phrsically capable and over 12 years 
ofage whocannot réad and write with reasonable

JUSTICE LAMAR. 


MAY NEVER AGAIN SIT ON THE SUPREME

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.—‘'I am very 
much afraid that Justice Lamar will never 
again sit upon the supreme  0bench,’’ 
said Justice Brewer to-day. When he left 


Washington a few Weeks ago he was 
in Very tlihealth, In fact his health fs so bad 
that none of his colleagues ever expect him 
to resume his seat on the bench again. 
This is tho first sem!-official informa- 
tion that has been given out concerne- 
ing the real condition of Justice Lemar, 
although it has been known _in Washington 
for some time that the Mjé6stesippian has 
been in poor health nearly eversince Presi- 
dent Cleveland oppor inted hima member of 
the highest samse 1 body’ in the United 
tates. At he time of his ap. 
pointment it was commented upon 
that Vr. Lamar was too infirm for the place 
and that he would never live to reach the ace 
ofretirement. Justice Lamar may outlive 
the Harrison administration and he may tot.

Here they got 
the money from us and call it home capital 
and start new breweries. Their agreement 
was not to go into it either directly or in- 
directly which they have not lived up to in 


any sense.’’

Fred Schmidt Terribly Scalded at the 
Carbon Works. 


Fred Schmidt, a stationary engineer em- 
ployed at the Carbon works near the National 
Stock Yards, fellintoa vat about 9 a. m. to- 
day and was scalded so thathe might dle.

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WAS IT CONSPIRACY? 

The San Juan River outrage is likely to 
produce'a scandal of the first magnitude. 
The district lying in the southeastern cor- 
ner of Utah has until recently been re- 


served for the use of the Navajo Indians. ‘ 


Several weeks ago, it is said, President 
Harrison opened the reservation for settle- 
ment by a proclamation which was not 
given out to the public. Taking advantage 
of this proclamation, which did not pro- 
claim, a lot of Washington officials en- 
tered claims and are now in full possession. 

This is the story which came out a few 
days ago and which has not been contra- 
dicted. It places President Harrison and 
Secretary Noble ina position from which 
it is to be hoped they can extricate them- 
selves, for the bitterest partisan would not 
wish to see men so highly placed involved 
in a transaction so disgraceful. Neverthe- 
less an explanation must be forthcoming. 
**Conspiracy’’ is written all over the trans- 
action and the burden of proof is on the 
administration to show that it did not 
actively aid the clique of plunderers in 
their work of grab. We must know just 
when the reservation was opened and 
whether or not any official notice of the 
fact was published. We must know how 
it happened that only men with large cap- 
italanda pull in administration circles 
got possession of the land, perfeeted title 
and placed a lot of machinery on the 
ground before anybody else knew that the 
diggings had been opened to claimants. 

If half the story is true there is an un- 
pleasant duty before the Fifty-second Con- 
gress. Public officials have been  im- 
peached for smaller offenses. The House 
of Representatives has two months of life 
before it andif these assertions can be sub- 
stantiated it cannot spend the time more 
profitably than in impeachment proceed- 
ings against the guilty persons.

THE RELIEF OF 8ST. LOUIS. 


If the Legislature now organizing for 
work in Jefferson City does not enter into 
consideration of the state of St. Louis and 
come to the relief of the people of the city 
against pressing wrongs it will fall far 
short of doing its whole duty. 

That one important subject of reform 
legislation will be brought to its attention 
is practically assured by the preparation 
of a bill providing fora radical change in 
the administration of criminal justice in 
this city. This bill proposes to abolish the 
system of maintaining special courts for 
the enforcement of criminal law,by throw- 
ing the work into the circuit courts and 
increasing the number of judges by two. 
The circuit judges will then be elected, as 
at present, and the criminal work will be 


} apportioned among them, or the duty of 


hearing criminal cases will be assigned by 
the whole bench to certain judges after 
the election. 

By this plan the administration of crim- 
inal law would be brought under influencés 
which operate to maintain the dignity and 
purity of the circuit bench and would not 
be left under the control of criminal court 
rings. Under the present system demoral- 
izing forces are concentrated upon the 
machinery for the punishment of crime 
and the enforcement of law, and it has 
been found impossible to prevent 
its being made through manipulation 
at vital points an engine for the 
shielding of law breakers and official 
wrong-doers, The administration of jus- 
tice involving the lives and liberties of 
citizens and the protection of the com- 
munity from crime is made the pliant in- 
strument of the most corrupt elements. 

Another subject demanding prompt and 
radical reform is the collection of the 
license revenue. If the Legislature will 
have this matter thoroughly investigated 
by a commission free from the pulls and 
influences of city politicos it will secure 
startling information which will compel 
immediate legislative action. 

The system of issuing and collecting 
licenses in this city isa monstrous anom- 
aly. The whole power of levying the tax 
and collecting it is centered in one office 
without check or balance, The Collector 
exercises the functions of aczar. He may 
issue or withhold a license and collect or 
fail to collect, practigally according to his 
discretion. It is within the scope of his 
opportunities to make his office a powerful 
engine of corruption and.of political in- 
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personal honesty of the Collector | 
office may not be abused for political 


poses or for the enrichment of the Collector 


and his deputies. 

How outrageously the Collector’s power 
may be abused for the violation of law and 
the oppression of the people without pds- 
sibility of recourse has been abundantly 
demonstrated during the Ziegenhein ad- 
ministration, Not only have the people 
been obliged to sulmit to the pleasure of 
the Collector, but through the operation 
of the political combine now in control of 
the municipal administration they can ob- 
tain no information as to the extent of the 
law violations and the abuses of the power 
of his office. In no other form of taxation 
and in no other part ot the State are the 
functions of assessing and collecting tax 
exercised by one man. The method is wrong 
in principle and dangerous in practice. 

The citizens of St. Louis must look to the 
Legislature for relief from these and other 
ills requiring investigation and corrective 
legislation. In so far as they corrupt 
politics, debauch justice and decrease the 
revenue they are as important to the peo- 
ple of the whole State as to the people of 
the city. The Legislature cannot afford to 
neglect them.

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STATISTICIAN DODGE. 


Is it not about time Statistician Dodge of 
the Government Agricultural Department 
was suppressed? That autocrat in the 
statistics that so greatly influence the 
course of values of the farming product of 
this country has done more to depress the 
price of the cereal, cotton and tobacco 
crops than any one man who can be 
named. , 

Several years ago he so outrageously 
overestimated the tobacco crop that its 
value was depreciated enormously and 
wrongfully, and the whole tobacco trade 
rose up in protest against his estimates. 
His reports in cotton, especially his state- 
ment of last year that the world had far 
more cotton in sight than could possibly 
be used, notalone depressed the price of 
the staple, but drew such an indignant 
protest from planters and factors that Con- 
gress passed a law restricting the Agri- 
cultural Bureau to a bare statement of 
what the crops of this country were, with- 
out further comment regarding supply and 
demand, such as Dodge had been indulging 
in. 

His latest report on the final yield of 
wheat, corn and oats made public yester- 
day, isona par with his previous mis- 
statements. Dodge estimates the yield of 
wheat at 515,444,000 bushels, when in his 
last November report he stated that the 
crop would barely reach a yield of 500,000, - 
000 bushels, with prospects of a shrinkage 
in spring wheat. In this his final report 
on the ’92 crops, he says last year’s wheat 
crop ‘‘has only been exceeded in;}1891, 18584 
and 1882, though the crops of 1889 and 1890 
nearly equaledit.’’ In fact, 1891 with its 
612,000,000 bushels yield alone exceeded 
last year’s. The crop of 1882 was 504,000,- 
000 bushels and of 1884 was 512,765,000 
bushels, both less than Dodge makes the 
crop of ’92, and the yields for 1889 and 
1890, which he says nearly equaled last 
year’s, were respectively 25,000,000 bushels 
and 116,000,000 bushels smaller.

ROADS AND CONVICT LABOR. 


The road question and the convict labor 
trouble will probably come before the 
Missour! Legislature during the present 
session and an attempt will be made to 
kill two birds with one stone by using the 
prisoners in the construction of highways. 

While this might ‘‘settle’’ both ques- 
tions the remedy would be worse than the 
disease. From a merely economic point 
of view the suggestion has everything to 
commend it, but there are counter human- 
reasons too weighty to be 
ignored. The sight of convicts 
with balls and chains working on 
the public highways is not a pleasant 
one and to place a man, no matterhow 
great his offense, in such a position is to 
deprive him of every remnant of self-re- 
spect he may have left. The State has no 
right to unnecessarily aggravate and ad- 
vertise the infamy of any man. There are 
certain rights which the criminal does not 
lose on conviction, and one of these is the 
right to hope for an opportunity to recover 
lost ground at the end of his term. 

There is a better method which is prob- 
ably as easy of application. Let the con- 
victs be fully employed, as usual, but 
within the prison walls, and let their 
wages be high enough to obviate the ob- 
jection that the competition of their 
product is ruinous to similar trades on the 
outside. This can probably be brought 
about without driving contractors out of 
the field for the profit will fully equal 
that earned by outside employes, even at 
wages approximating the current market 
rates. But the earnings of the convict 
should be retained for his own benefit, or 
applied to the support of his family during 
his incarceration, less, of course, a reason- 
able charge to pay the expenses of his 
‘*keep.’? 

As for road improvement it will be 
found that, as in other public enterprises 
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be postponed rather than outrage human 
nature by employing convict gangs whom 
society should endeavor to reform and 
help to lead honest lives: The State can- 
not afford to make a profit on crime.

Boston, Jan. 5.—Gov. Wiliam E. Russell 
to-day transmitted to the State Lexisiature 
his annual address, He opens with an ac- 
knowledgment of his appreciation of the 


renewed confidence. expresse’1 by the people 
in his re-election, Of the purity of elections 
he says: ‘*The use of money in large amounts 
for cumpaign purposes without resiriction 
is still a public evil, and the lobby, 
if not as serious and scandalous 
as inthe past, stiliexists as a malignant in- 
fluence, tainting legisiation wits its corrupt- 
ing touch, I recommend liegisiation to de- 
fine the objects ofexpen liture for campaiga 
purposes, and to restrict its amount, andthe 
most stringent treatment by law of the evil 
of the lobby, soas to obviate [ts necessity, 
take away its opportunity aud give publicity 
to its acts.’’ 

Recognition of anv well established politi- 
cal party on the official ballot ts advocated, 
the same asthe leading parties, and repeal 
ofthelaw permitting recount Of ballots ts 
urged. Demand is madethatthe machinery 
ofadministrative work beso systematized 
that the Government shall be in tact re- 
sponsible to the people; this also to be ac- 
complished by abolishing the elected councll, 
which exists now in only three of the forty- 
four States, and which divides responsibiiity 
with the Governor. 

The, police force of Boston is controlled by

In this connection the extension of local 
self-government and relief from special ez 
islationisurved.

The Governor’s adress closes thus: ‘*God

FIFER’S MESSAGE SUBMITTED TO THE
